Last year the 
final reports showed 4938 primary and 
grammar school pupils. Using

year’s attendance and this year’s ex­ 
penditure, the estimates show 
that 
the cost of educating each 
common 
school pupil was $40. With 
the 
in­ 
creased attendance of this year, the 
actual cost la probably about $35. 
The cost per high school pupil 
1s 
much greater. The total paid out for 
maintenance is $123,185.44, 
for 
all 
the high schools in the county. Last 
year’s attendance at the high schools 
was 838. This would give a cost of 
$147 per pupil. There are probably 
1000 high school pupils in attendance 
this year, which would make the ac­ 
tual cost about $123 per high school 
pupil. 
The principal reason why the main­ 
tenance for high schools per pupil is 
so much larger^ than in 
the 
lower 
grades is that high school teachers 
get better salaries than 
the 
grade 
teachers, and that the proportion of 
teachers per IOO pupils is 
probably 
double in the high school what it is 
In the grades. 
With tile growth of the county there 
have been a number of new school 
districts formed, each new 
district 
requiring a new schoolhouse. The next 
year will probably see several more 
new districts form*!.

Health League’s fly-swatting campaign 
should not be confined to the young­ 
sters working for prizes. That aspect 
of It is merely a device to arouse in­ 
terest. The main thing is to swat the 
flies. 
Keep your house screened, to 
let as few as possible 
in, and swat 
those that do get in. 
Set up traps 
outside and capture all that you can 
get into them. 
If you 
have a place 
.where flies can get and children can’t, 
poison them. The poison is simple. A 
little sweetened milk and water, pre­ 
ferably with a slice of bread, in a 
saucer, with a 
little 
formaldehyde. 
The mixture will keep indefinitely, and 
the milk will never sour. 
By these 
and other devices, literally bushels of 
flies can be captured. And every fly 
captured early in the season stands 
for possible millions unborn, later in 
the season. 
This is primarily a 
fly-destroying 
rather than a 
fly-preventing 
cam­ 
paign. But even destruction, early in 
the season, has its element of pre­ 
vention also. The final solution is of 
course prevention, but that requires 
public and private co-operation on a 
Acale for which we 
ane 
not yet 
equipped. By proper effort, the prac­ 
tical elimination of the fly is entirely 
feasible. 
Flies do not wander 
far 
from the place of their origin. 
If 
there were not an open cess-pool, un­ 
screened manure pile, or uncovered 
garbage can within the city or in its 
Immediate outskirts, there would be 
no flies in the city. 
If all avoidable 
standing water were drained and ail 
unavoidable were covered 
with 
Pe-j revealed in the strong glare of 
troleum, there would be no mosqui 
toes. 
The Ayless and 
mosquitoiess 
town is not only theoretically, 
but 
practically possible. 
The time will 
come when a town will be as ashamed 
to harbor these vermin as it would 
now be to allow pigs in the streets. In 
that time, towns will also be free of 
malaria and typhoid, and approximate­ 
ly of diphtheria and dysentery. And 
the time is not far ahead. Meantime 
we can do our individual parts toward 
approaching that condition. We can 
see that we have no raanure-heaps, or 
• Bat they are screened or sprinkled 
with petroleum. 
We can cover our 
garbage cans or burn the garbage. It 
will decrease the fly nuisance in the 
neighborhood, and it will be a good 
educative start toward civilized clean­ 
liness. 
Aud, now and forevermore, we can 
at least swat the flies.

Preserved Strawberry Delight 
The season of the delicious straw­ 
berry is not very long and it behooves 
the housewife to be familiar 
with 
methods of preserving so 
that 
the 
berries may retain their flavor. 
Strawberries make the most delicate 
of preserves. 
Use pound for pound 
of fruit and sugar. Select the largest, 
most perfect berries; put 
in 
deep 
dishes; sprinkle over the sugar and 
shake the dishes so it may reach all 
the berries; leave 12 hours, or longer 
if more convenient; drain off the Juice 
carefully and boil until it Is Uke jelly, 
then put in the berries, a few at a 
time (not pour them in a mass), and 
let simmer 15 minutes. 
Skim them 
out carefully, put in pint cans or Jelly 
cups, aud fill with the syrup. 
When 
cold cover with melted paraffin aud 
tie up jam.—Farm and Home.
